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of Imam KhamTs d. 552/1 157) 
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After the establishment of the State of Madlna the 
Prophet (PBUH) started to enforce the revealed laws 
gradually. The procedure followed was not to put the 
believers under pressure from new laws. Only at the time 
of need and according to circumstances, were the new rules 
revealed in fragments. People used to ask question from the 
Prophet (PBUH), but they were not always encouraged to 
do so. As the Qur D an revealed, "Ask not questions about 
things which, if made plain to you, may cause you 
trouble." 1 People nevertheless used to ask about their day- 
to-day problems, and revelation would come according to 
the nature of those problems. 

The law of inheritance was not enforced all at once. 
When the Prophet (PBUH) came to Madlna, he at first 
introduced al-muwasat/al-muwakhat (brotherhood) among 
the ansdr and muhdjirin} He chose people from each group 
and linked them in the relationship of brotherhood. That 
was the first step to address the problems of the newly born 
community. On the basis of that relationship they 
distributed their properties with each other. It was evident 
from that approved relationship that it would also be 
applied for the purpose of inheritance. But soon after, the 
situation changed suddenly. It is narrated that a widow

deceased went to take the estate The 
widow came to the Prophet (PBUH) asking 
for remedy, and ayat al-mawarith was 
revealed. 

2. A person died leaving behind his widow a 
daughter and five brothers. 6 The widow 
came to the Prophet (PBUH) asking for 
remedy because the brothers of the deceased 
had deprived her and her daughter of the 
estate, and because of her inquiry ayat al- 
mawarith was revealed. 7 

3. Another version is the well-known hadith of 
Jabir b. c Abd Allah. The widow 8 of Sa e d b 
al-Rabl* 9 along wiht her tow daughters came 
and told the Prophet (PBUH) that Sa c d b. al- 
Rabi had been martyred in the battle of 
Uhud, and that his brother (the uncle of her 
daughters) had taken all of his estate leaving 
nothing for the daughters to be married* 
with. She was told in reply that Allah would 
decide in her-case. Then ayat al-mawarith 
was revealed. 10 
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4. Aws b. al-Samit 1 1 died leaving his widow, 12 
three daughters and two paternal uncles 
sons, Suwayd and c Arfaja. 13 The later kept 
the whole estate depriving the widow and 
the daughters of the deceased. The widow of 
Aws b. Thabit came to the Prophet (PBUH) 
asking for remedy. She was told in reply 
that Allah would decide in her case. Then 
ayat al-mawaritfi was revealed. 14 

5. Aws b. Thabit al-Ansarl 15 died leaving his 
widow Umm Kujja, three daughters and two 
paternal uncles sons, Suwayd and c Arfaja. 
The latter kept the wole estate depriving the 
widow and the daughters of the deceased. 
Umm Kujja complained to the Prophet 
(PBUH) that she and her daughters were 
deprived of the inheritance. The Prophet 
(PBUH) asked Suwayd and c Arfaja not to 
touch any of the estate until he saw what 
Allah would introduce to him. Then 
yusikumullahu fi awladikum was revealed. 16 

The introduction of such a comprehensive code of 
few was very difficult to understand at the time. However, 
HUH law was given great importance by the Prophet 
jplll II I), who declared it to be half of all knowledge . c Abd 
All, ill b. c Umar narrates that the Prophet (PBUH) said, 
A, quire knowledge and teach it to the people, and acquire 
knowledge of al-faraiid for it is half of all knowledge." 
ftiyri b. Thabit was reputedly the best scholar of the law of 
l„hn nance among the followers of the Prophet (PBUH). 
The Prophet (PBUH) used to praise his Companions for 
Iheir expertise in different fields, and Zayd b. Thabit was 
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praised for his expertise in the law of inheritance. "Ubayy 
b. Ka c b is the best reciter (of the Qur^an) among you, °A1T 
is the best judge among you, Zayd (ibn Thabit) is the best 
scholar of inheritance among you, and Mu c adh b. Jabal has 
the best knowledge of haldl and haram (what is permissible 
and not permissible) among you, M 18 Among the 
Companions, c Umarb. al-Khattab, c AlTb. AblTalib, c Abd 
Allah b. Mas°ud and c Abd Allah b. c Abbas were also noted 
for their knowledge of al-faraiid. 

During the life time of the Prophet (PBUH) 
problems were referred to him. After his death the people 
asked his Companions for the solution of their problems. 
With the passage of time different opinions started 
emerging. In the first century two main schools of thought, 
ahl al-hadith and ahl al-ra?y came into existence on the 
basis of their deductions from the Qur°an and Sunna. Later 
the first became known as the Malikls and the second as 
the HanatTs. Afterwards more schools emerged, the Shaffrs 
and HanbalTs among them. Imam Shafi c T, the disciple of 
Imam Malik and the founder of the Shafi c T school, is said 
to have preferred Zayd b. Thabit' s view in questions of 
inheritance, as his authority was admired by the Prophet 
(PBUH) himself. 

The (religious) literature shows that in the first 
century (AH) the main objective of the followers of the 
Prophet (PBUH) was to protect Qur°an and Sunna from any 
type of distortion or tampering. Companions of the Prophet 
(PBUH) and their successors fulfilled their obligations and 
added their contributions towards understanding and 
elaboration what they had received. They started writing, 
covering each and every aspect of life by elaborating their 
understanding of the Qur°an and Sunna. Al-fardiid was one 
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of those subjects which needed their attention. But because 
i us technical nature it was not so common among them 
and a limited number of scholars chose to write on this 
subject. Following is the work done in the period before
